MOSCOW LP—An unusual article 
in Pravda today said it was fully < 
obvious that an improvement in 
Soviet-American relations was vital 
to the interests of both countries 
and that their cooperation would 
be “ the paramount factor in lessen­ 
ing international tension.” 
The article, which covered near­ 
ly half the Communist party news­ 
paper's foreign news page, was of 
considerable significance. 
Yet the author, D. D. Kraminov, 
one of P ravda’s prominent corres­ 
pondents who has covered United 
Nations sessions, set forth no pro­ 
posals on how American-Soviet re­ 
lations might be bettered except 
to claim that the United States 
should change its course.

T W E N T Y YEARS L A T E R 
TWENTY YEARS AGO this month So­ 
viet Russia was recognized by the United 
States as one of the early major moves of 
the Roosevelt administration. The Wilson 
administration, and three Republican ad­ 
ministrations, had withheld recognition. 
Recognition was made somewhat attrac­ 
tive because it was accompanied by a pre­ 
diction it would result in billions in n e w 
trade. 
Since then America’s treatment of Rus­ 
sia has been more than fair and generous. 
Except for Russia’s contribution to defeat 
of the axis powers, after Moscow was dou­ 
blecrossed in trying to play along w i t h 
them, this country has had nothing from 
Russia but subversion and opposition. 
During the thirties Russia infiltrated this 
country and its government with spies and 
saboteurs. It made a deal with Hitler and 
gave him the go-ahead signal to s ta r t 
World War II. 
After Hitler turned on Russia, everything 
was forgotten and forgiven by Uncle Sam 
and agreements were entered into with the 
bolsheviks which were dependent entirely 
upon Russia’s good faith. As Churchill said 
then, “somber indeed would be the for­ 
tunes of mankind if some awful schism 
arose between the Western democracies 
and the Russian Soviet Union.** 
That awful prospect came true. Russia 
clubbed every area under its sway into 
Communist dictatorship, backed the Com­ 
munist revolution in China, started the Ko­ 
rean war, aggravated troubles in all lands 
and turned 
hand at every point against 
its former allies. 
In the 20 years since Washington extend­ 
ed the hand of friendship to the Russian 
Communists, Moscow has betrayed t h i s 
country’s good intentions at almost every 
turn. 


A PRAIRIE SAGA ENDS 
THE OTHER DAY ON THE courthouse 
steps at Guymon, Okla., the final chapter 
was written in another saga of the great 
Southwest, when the last piece of l a n d 
owned by the late Simon Winter was sold 
at auction to the highest bidder. 
Fiction could not surpass in interest the 
story of Simon Winter, the son of a German 
immigrant, who came to the then virgin 
prairies of Kansas and Oklahoma and in 
40 years acquired 73 quarter sections of 
valuable land. Childless, he died without 
leaving a will. 
Simon Winter did not lack heirs, how­ 
ever. Executors of the estate traced 67 as­ 
sorted nephews, grand nephews, nieces and 
grand nieces, scattered from the Bahama 
Islands to British Columbia and from coast 
to coast in the United States.

One phase of the White Case which ought 
not to pass un-noticed is the attitude of the 
anti-anti-Communists. They 
ignore 
the 
dreadful facts of espionage, fully docu­ 
mented by Herbert Brownell, Jr., and J. 
Edgar Hoover. Apparently they do not 
quarrel with espionage. Their quarrel is 
with those who are anti-Communists. 
It is a curious phenomenon in American 
life, because while every citizen is en­ 
titled to his opinion and to its expression, 
espionage by an American in the interest 
of a foreign foe or even a foreign nation 
that is not a foe should be normally abhor­ 
rent to an American. 
The 
phrase, 
anti-anti-Communist, 
is 
cumbersome and does not quite convey the 
idea that while those who follow this line 
say that they are as violently opposed to 
Communism as anybody else, they always, 
without exception, come to the defense, if 
not of Marxist ideas, certainly of Commun­ 
ist personalities when they get into trouble. 
The consistency of their position inevita­ 
bly engenders suspicion as to their mo­ 
tives. Theirs is a pattern of support. And 
while it is not possible to say that they are 
pio-Marxist or pro-Russian, it is possible to 
establish that they are the vanguard of the 
defene of Communist individuals. 
j Marquis Childs recently wrote: 
“In this gloomy view—gloomy, that is, to j 
those who feel that a continuing Katzen-! 
jammer 
act 
is 
hopelessly destructive 
Brownell and Republican National Chair­ 
man Hall will conclude that more and big-1 
ger White cases will serve their purposes. 
They will thus go into the uneasy grave­ 
yard of the recent past and come up with 
a new skeleton whenever the prevailing ex­ 
citement shows signs of damping down.” 
And why not? Are not the lessons of his­ 
tory learned by digging in the graveyards 
of the past? Why do historians and archeo- 
logists seek the remains of ancient civiliza­ 
tions if it is not to broaden our understand­ 
ing of human conduct? How, for example, 
are we ever to learn how to protect our na­ 
tional existence if we do not discuss the me-1 
thods that the Russians employed in their 
infiltration of our government, using native 
sons as spies? How did they recruit these 
extraordinarily brilliant young men? What 
was the attraction? How did they manage 
to get them to forsake every ideal of loyal­ 
ty and morality, to forsake a country that 
gave them every opportunity to advance 
themselves to high positions in govern­ 
ment? How can we study this unless we 
analyze such case histories as come to us? 
Harry Dexter White is a case history of 
an educated American, a graduate of and 
teacher at Harvard University, an econom­ 
ist who rose to be Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury, who became not only a 
Communist but a spy. 
The anti-anti-Communist may say that 
White is dead. So is Hitler. I have never 
heard an anti-anti-Communist say that no­ 
body should study the conduct of that mani­ 
ac because be is dead.

S. Mader in charge of program. 


Her topic was “ Who Fought and 
Bled.” 
Mrs. Mader said that the out­ 
come of the Revolution in the Ohio 
Country depended considerably on 
which 
side 
the 
Indians fought. 
Therefore some of the decisive 
campaigns took place in the Ohio 
Country. Among the notable heroes 
of the period are General Mc­ 
Intosh, George Rogers Clark, Sam­ 
uel Brady and Colonel William 
Crawford. Betty Zane became the 
first heroine of Ohio when she sav­ 
ed Fort Henry in the last battle of 
the Revolution. 
Indian skirmishes were still go­ 
ing on and Ohio had become a state 
O 
by the beginning of the War of 1812. 
Ohio was in a strategic position 
and hence was the scene of many 
battles. One of the important bat­ 
tles was the siege of Fort Meigs in 
1813. General William Harrison, 
later president of the United States, 
was the hero of Tippecanoe, and 
one of the great Ohioans of the 
period. 
Salmon P. Chase, re-elected gov­ 
ernor of Ohio in 1857 acted to make 
* 
the Buckeye State safe against at­ 
tack in the inevitable war between 
the North and South. By the time 
his term had expired, the spirit and 
fighting ability of the Ohio Militia 
were high. 
The firing on Fort Sumpter gave 
the signal for Ohio’s citizens to 
spring to arm s and no other state 
in the Union gave so prompt 
or 
large an answer. When Kentucky’s 
•governor refused to supply troops 
(A 
for the Union Army, Ohio troops 
* 
filled the quota 
making up the 
First Kentucky Regiment. 
More than oae fifth of the Union 
soldiers were Buckeyes at the bat­ 
tle of Shiloh in 1862. 
Among 
the 
dead and wounded, Ohioans num­ 
bered fifteen per cent of the Union 
losses. Ohio sent 263,000 men into 
the Civil War, with total killed in 
action numbering 6,536 and wounds 
costing the lives of another 4,674. 
^ 
Ohio’s services were so exten­ 
sive that President Lincoln pre­ 
sented Ohio with a banner for hav­ 
ing given the most troops to the 
Federal cause in proportion to pop­ 
ulation. This trophy is now on dis­ 
play in the State Museum. 
An Ohioan, Colonel Robert M. 
Moore of Cincinnati, was one of the 
founders of the Grand Army of the 
Republic and it was he who 
sug­ 
gested the establishment of Me­ 
a t 
modal Day, which was first begun 
in 1868. 
Ohio has always done more than 
her share in helping to rpake our 
country the great democratic 
na­ 
tion that it is today and anyone 
should be proud to claim Ohio as 
home.

Cattlemen Told Of ‘Choke,’ Feed Method

Farmers Urged 
Be Careful Of 
Places To Feed 


Results Of Tests 
On Clipped Pasture 
Detailed By Experts 


Failure to keep cattle out of or­ 
chards, corn fields and gardens af­ 
ter the Fall harvest may result in 
costly losses from ‘’choke.” 
Officials said “choke” is not 
uncommon in cattle because they 
naturally swallow food the first 
time without chewing it much. 
Ear com, 
potatoes, 
cabbage, 
beets and apples were listed as 
common causes of the condition. 
“ Regardless of the cause, drool­ 
ing and bloat may be the first 
symptoms when a cow is choking,” 
officials said. “Affected cows also 
often hold their heads low' with 
necks stretched out, while cough­ 
ing, gasping, and 
open 
mouth 
breathing also are common indica­ 
tions of the problem.” 
Affected animals will make no 
attempt to eat or drink. Since simi­ 
lar symptoms may be shown also 
by cattle affected with 
rabies, 
bloat, bronchitis, wooden tongue 
and other diseases, an immediate 
diagnosis is necessary to determine 
the trouble. 
• 
* 
• 
“FAILURE TO obtain competent 
aid immediately may be costly,” 
officials said, “ because badly chok­ 
ed cattle are likely to die of bloat 
within a shor' tim e.” 
Veterinarians may use drugs to 
relax the throat muscles of the cow 
so that the offending object may be 
removed more easily. In other 
cases, instruments may be used to 
obtain relief. 
Sometimes surgery is needed in 
extreme emergencies to relieve the 
bloating. 
Meanwhile, results of feeding 
trials at the Western Iowa Experi­ 
mental Farm show steers in dry 
lot getting clipped brome-alfalfa 
saved 7.7 pounds of corn a day, and 
averaged only about two-tenths of 
a pound less daily gain than others 
full fed on pasture. 
Sixty-four steers were fed in 


lots of eight each, with each 
group on a different ration. Four 
lots were in dry lot, four on pas­ 
ture. Dry lot steers were fed 108 
days, those on pasture, 112 days. 
Here are the results: 
A lot on fresh forage averaged 78 
pounds of clipped hay daily and 
gained an average of 1.6 pounds a 
day. The corresponding group on 
pasture averaged about 1.5 pounds 
a day. 
Steers on pasture alone made 
about 190 pounds of gain per acre 
in 112 days. Dry lot steers on clip­ 
pings alone made 480 pounds gain 
an acre.

2.5 pounds of soybean oil meal-mo- 
lasses supplement a day and gain­ 
ed a daily average of 2 pounds.

The corres­ 
ponding lot receiving the protein 
supplement on pasture gained 1.6 
pounds a day. 
The average of the pasture lots 
fed corn with and without supple­ 
ment was 2.7 pounds average daily 
gain.

out supplement but with full feed of 
forage.
